Delegate Benjamin L. Cline, Chair called the Joint Commission meeting to order and recognized 
Kim Snead, who provided an overview of the meeting agenda and noted that the 2010 JCHC 
Annual Report and the FY 2011 Annual Report of the Virginia Association of Free Clinics were 
included in the members’ notebooks for their review. 
 
Dr. Marissa J. Levine, Deputy Commissioner for Public Health and Preparedness addressed 
Nurse Staffing Requirements in Virginia’s Nursing Facilities, a presentation that had been 
requested by Delegate Algie Howell.   
 
Three staff presentations followed: 

• Jaime Hoyle’s presentation, Involuntary Admission of Persons in Need of Substance 
Abuse Treatment – HJR 682 (Delegate O’Bannon), included two policy options that were 
released for public comment.   
 

• Dr. Michele Chesser presented Considerations in Adding Pseudoephedrine as a Schedule 
III Controlled Substance – SB 878 (Senator Reynolds) which included six policy options 
that were released for public comment.   
 

• Jaime Hoyle presented Pharmacist – Regulation Legislation – HB 1961/HB 1966 
(Delegate Rust) including four policy options that were released for public comment.
